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XIV.—WAGES. 
No. 34—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court took effect on the lst July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of 
£4 5s. Od. for males and £2 5s. 1ld. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the 1st July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. 0d. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 1ld. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. 0d. and £2 Is. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

At a sitting of the Court held on 26th February, 1942, to consider the quarterly adjustment 
of the basic wage, the Court decided that, in the light of existing economic conditions, there should 
be no alteration to the rates then in force. This decision marked the first occasion upon which 
the Court, in the exercise of the discretionary power conferred upon it under the Act, had refrained 
from making a quarterly adjustment to the wage to equate its purchasing power to the 
“ standards ” of the relevant annual declaration. It was followed by a similar decision given 
on 29th April, 1942, when the Court reaffirmed that no adjustment would be made to existing 
rates, despite further increases in retail prices. 

On llth June, 1942, the Court in its annual declaration adopted the rates which had operated 
since 28th June, 1941, as its new bases, and these remained in force until 8th August, 1942, when 
they were superseded by a Basic Wage Adjustment Order made by the Premier on 7th August 
under the authority of National Security (Economic Organisation) Regulations. The rates estab- 
lished under this Order were substantially the current equivalents of the standards adopted by 
the Court in its annual declarations, 1938-1941. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and certain interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926, which remained unaltered until lst July, 1929.

WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the months of April, May and June, 1942. 


April._—Perhaps the most satisfactory feature of the weather during April was the continuance 
of good rains in the agricultural districts. The whole of the south-western quarter of the State 
received more than its usual April rainfall and a small surplus was reported from the Eucla Di- 
vision. In the south-western areas the surpluses ranged from 82 per cent. in the South Central 
Division to 30 per cent. in the North Central district. The actual amounts recorded ranged from 
an average total of 296 points on the South Coast to 114 points in the north-eastern wheat belt. 
As a possible indication of the trend of the season, however, it is noteworthy that these rains, 
though considerably above normal, were less markedly so than was the case in the previous month. 


In the remainder of the State the weakening of rainfall influence was much more marked. 
In the southern districts the Eucla Division received less than half the rainfall of the previous 
month, the South-Eastern Division received an average of 78 points as compared with 337 points 
in March, and the rainfall in the tropics was negligible, in marked contrast to the heavy rains 
of the previous month, more particularly in the De Grey and Fortescue Divisions. 


Perth fared well with 299 points distributed over nine days. Rainfall in the City for the 
first four months of the year aggregated 487 points as compared with the normal of 325 points.

The rainfall was derived mainly from southern depressions and there was an absence of the 
tropical rainstorm co-operation which was the main feature of the previous month’s weather. 


Except in the Kimberley Division (where 109 degrees were registered at Wyndham on the 
5th April), day temperatures were mostly below normal, and in Perth the highest registration 
was 87-4 degrees on the 16th. Night temperatures, though mostly above normal owing to the 
prevalence of cloudiness in the southern half of the State, showed the influence of the march of 
the season. The lowest registration in the country was 32 degrees at Wandering on 26th April. 
The lowest temperature in Perth was 43-6 degrees on the 26th April. The mean minimum tem- 
perature in Perth, 58-3 degrees, was 1-0 degrees above the April normal, and the mean maximum 
temperature, 75-2 degrees, was 1-0 degrees below normal. 

No noteworthy windstorms were experienced during the month but at times westerly gusts 
on the south-west coast exceeded 40 miles per hour, and there were intervals with fairly rough 
seas between Cape Leeuwin and Geraldton.

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May.—Excellent rains which extended over the whole State continued the highly favourable 
trend of the season in the south-western districts and further improved conditions over the pastoral 
areas also. The month’s rainfall was remarkable for the extent of territory in which the registra- 
tions exceeded the normal, the Eucla district alone reporting a deficit. Over the State as a whole 
it exceeded that in any May since 1921, though it was rather closely approximated to by the ex- 
cellent rains in May, 1931, which latter were considerably heavier in the south-western districts. 

The abundance of rain in the tropics and in the East Gascoyne and Wiluna districts was 
perhaps the outstanding feature of the month’s weather. 998 points fell at Onslow, 761 points 
at Three Rivers, 665 points at Roebourne, 569 points at Wiluna, and 379 points at Mundiwindi. 

Considering the various divisions as a whole the Far East Gascoyne averaged 493 points, the 
Fortescue 454 points, the South Coast 589 points, and the Central Coast 498 points ; the North- 
Eastern Division received approximately six times and the North Kimberley Division about seven 
times their normal May rainfall, but in the agricultural districts the surpluses ranged only from 
58 per cent. in the North Coastal Agricultural to 24 per cent. in the North Central Division.

Perth received rain on 15 days with a total registration of 621 points, which is 116 points in 
excess of the May normal. 

Almost the only areas in which the rainfall was light were districts in the vicinity of Fitzroy 
Crossing and the Trans-Australian railway. 

The rains were fairly widely distributed throughout the month but the most general falls 
occurred on the 16th and 17th, when a vast rainfall system consisting of a combination of tropical 
and southern rainstorm influences affected the whole of the State. 

Due to the frequency of rainstorms and the accompanying abundance of cloud which 
restricted nocturnal radiation, night temperatures were mostly above normal, but there 
were some periods in which minimum registrations in the south-western districts fell sharply and 
a few frosts occurred, chiefly in the more inland portions of the lower south-west. The lowest 
registration was 33 degrees at Wandering on the 22nd, 25th, and 28th, at York on the 28th and 
29th, and at Southern Cross on the 28th. 

In Perth the extreme registrations were 80-7 degrees on the 15th and 44-7 degrees on the 
28th. The mean maximum temperature, 68-8 degrees, and the mean minimum temperature, 52-0 
degrees, were respectively 0-2 degrees and 0-8 degrees below normal.

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June.—Rainfall during the month, taking the State as a whole, was above average. This 
did not apply, however, to the agricultural areas, where probably over 60 per cent. of the stations. 
registered sub-normal rainfall. The divergencies were, however, not great, Moora having the 
greatest with 30 per cent. below normal. Taken in conjunction with the excellent rains of the 
past two months the season in the agricultural districts must still be considered very favourable. 


Of those divisions which have their maximum rainfall in the winter, from the Gascoyne south- 
wards, half registered sub-normal rainfall, but here again the divergencies were not great, the 
West Gascoyne Division having the greatest deficiency of 31 per cent., which contrasts very 
strikingly with 82 per cent. excess in the East Gascoyne Division. 


All depressions operating over the State during the month, except the last, were associated 
with the belt of low pressure in the south of the State. Notwithstanding, considerable rain was 
brought to the tropical divisions in the early part of the month, the East Kimberley only, register- 
ing sub-normal rains, whereas the North Kimberley had nearly seven times its normal rain. 


The last depression of the month had a more northerly origin and, moving along the west 
coast, ultimately joined up with the southern belt of low pressure, bringing with it general rain 
from the West Gascoyne southward and then eastward to beyond Esperance. 


Associated with this last depression were low pressure, gale-force winds, and very high seas. 
Some damage was done in the Metropolitan Area and a small sailing vessel was lost off the coast. 
at Scarborough. Perth registered a wind gust of 63 m.p.h., two others of over 60, and several 
others of over 55 m.p.h. 


The heaviest rains of the month occurred in the area bounded by Busselton, Bunbury, Green- 
bushes, Pemberton, and Cape Leeuwin, where over 10 inches were recorded, Pemberton being 
the highest with 1,349 points, which is nearly twice the average June rainfall. 


Perth’s rainfall was 747 points, which fell on 20 days, and was 38 points above the average. 


Owing to the widespread cloud during the month the diurnal variation of temperature was 
below average, and this is reflected in the mean maximum of 63-7 degrees and minimum of 50-2 
degrees at Perth, which were respectively 0-4 degrees below and 0-6 degrees above, normal. 
However, during the middle of the month, when the State was relatively free from depression, and 
a high pressure area was situated over most of the State, several frosts were recorded from the 
Southern Cross area, and Perth recorded a minimum of 41-3 degrees, the lowest June temperature 
since 1937. The Kimberleys recorded the maximum temperature during the month, Wyndham 
registering 95 degrees on the 12th.
